In  submitting  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1941, 

I am  pleased  to  state  that  the  health  of  the  Community  has  been  very  good  and 
more  especially  when  the  conditions  which  prevail  are  unfavourable. 

The  Birth  Rate  of  17.5  is  a little  lower  than  that  of  last  year 
but  is  above  that  of  the  County  and  of  the  Country. 

The  Death  Rate  of  9.1  is  lower  than  that  of  last  year  and  lower 
than  the  County. 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  there  shows  a substantial  reduction 
in  the  Infantile  Mortality  with  a rate  of  47.4  por  thousand  which  is  lower  than 
that  of  the  County  and  less  than  half  of  what  it  was  two  years  ago. 

It  i‘s  also  very  pleasing  to  note  that  there  wore  no  cases  of 
Puerperal  infection  reported. 

Tuberculosis  shows  a slight  increase  in  notification.  There  wore 
20  cases,  but  deaths  wore  6 compared  with  8 of  the  previous  year. 

Tho  number  of  doaths  from  Cancer  was  15,  13  of  which  wore  over 

65  years. 

In  notifiable  cases  there  has  boon  a reduction,  except  in  the 
cases  of  Pneumonia-  and  Whooping-cough,  as  will  bo  soon 'in  tho  table, 

Scarlot  Favor  16  cases;  Corcbro  Spinal  Fever  11  case.;,  with  no 
deaths  as  compared  with  15  casos  last  year  and  5 deaths . 

Thoro  were  51  cases  of  Measles  compared  with  196  last  voar. 
Diphtheria  18  cases  wero  notified  - no  doaths,  compared  with  tho  previous  yoar  o 
32  cases  and  one  doath. 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  was  carried  out  cn  1,609  children, 
and  93 cjo  of  these  children  received  both  injections.  Inoculations  Wore  done 
chiefly  at  the  Schools,  and  I am  grateful  to  tho  Teachers  for  their  assistance. 

Thoro  wero  a number  of  contagious  skin  diseases  - scabies  and 
impetigq  and  literature  for  dealing  with  the  treatment  for  same  was  distributed. 

At  the  end  of  the  yoar,  we  had  1,164  Unaccompanied  children, 

350  Accompanied  and  114  Mothers,  and  in  this  connection  I would  like  to  place 
on  record,  the  kind  interest  of  the  Foster  Parents  taken  in  their  charges,  and 
also  to  thank  Mrs.  Jones,  tho  Hostel,  for  her  attention  to  tho  children. 

In  conclusion,,  for  the  help  and  co-operation  which  was  given  ne 
during  tho  year,  I wish  to  thank  tho  following:-  Mr.  James,  Sanitary  Inspector, 
tho  Council  Staff,  Drs.  Jones  and  Evans  of  tho  Tuberculosis  Institute,  local 
Practitioners,  and  Nurses,  Dr.  D.  Rocyn  Jones  and  staff  of  tho  County  Hall, 

Dr.  MacMillian  and  tho  Matron,  Miss  Valdor,  of  tho  Isolation  Hospital  Bedwcllty, 
and  Members  of  tho  Council .

WATER  SUPPLY. 

* 

The  main  source  of  v/atcr  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the 
Abertillory  and  District  Water  Board,  has  again,  on  the  wholo  (during  tho 
Yea-r)  been  excellent  in  quality  and  fairly  plentiful.

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It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  the,  exception  of  a few  Isolated 
places,  the  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied . with  water  from  the  Board*  a 
main. 

The  Engineer  to  tho  Board  takes  samples  at  regular  intervals  and 
ensuros  a safe  supply. 

RIVERS  AND  STEMS. 

No  action  was  taken  in  relation  to  the  pollution  of  rivers  and 
streams  in  tho  area;  the  chief  pollution  of  tho  rivers  in  these  industrial 
areas  is,  of  course, ,the  coal-dust  and  this  is  common  in  tho  areas  through 
which  tho  rivers  run. 

CLOSET  ACCOMODATION. 

The  district  is  well  served  with  efficient  sowers,  and  practically 
all  houses  in  all  tho  built-up  areas .aro  providod  with  water  closets.  Th^ro, 
remains,  however,  a fov/  outlying  portions  of  tho  area,  ana  houses  on  the 
hill-tops,  which  are  not  within  a reasonable  distance  of  tne  sorwers:  those 
arc  providod  with  pail-closets. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Owing  to  tho  war,  Salvaging  was  continued,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  reduce-  the  collection  of  Refuse  from  3 to  2 days  per  weok. 

On  the  disposal  of  refuse,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  the 
centralized  system  of  tipping  and  control  is  being  carried  out  very  satisfactory

SHOPS. 


During  the  year,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  mr.de  a survey  of  all  tho 
shops  in  the  area  in  compliance  with  the  Shops  Act,  1934,  and  reports  that 
nearly  all  of  them  are  satisfactory,  vJhere  they  were  not  in  all  respects  in 
compliance  letters  wero  sent  to  tho  occupiers  end  the  matters  wore  immedirrtoly 
attended  to. 


SCHOOLS. 

The  Schools  in  the  district  aro  supplied  with  a plentiful  and 
good  water  supply  direct  from  the  mains  of  the  respective  Water  Boards. 

Tho  Sanitary  Conveniences,  and  the  Schools  thcmsolves  are  of 
modern  construction;  periodical  inspections  are  carried  out  by  your 
Sanitary  Inspector  and  a fairly  high  standard  of  cleanliness  and  order  is 
maintained  in  and  about  tho  Schools. 


PUBLIC  SWIMdIHG-  B.i’THS. 

Extensive  facilities  are  provided  for  sun- bathing  and  games. 
Facilities  are  also  provided  for  Juvenile  instruction  and  18  schools  received 
instruction  during  the  past  year.  The  total  number  of  attendances  of  pupils 
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who  received  such  instruction,  was  5,219  and  a large  number  acquired  a 
•cariificate  of  prof i-ciency .

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HOUSING-  ACT.  1936.  - OVERCROWDING. 

A number  of  houses  in  the  district  wore  overcrowded,  but  owing 
to  people  leaving  the  district,  this  nuisance  has  been  considerably  improved, 

INSPECTIONS  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  POOD. 

(a)  MILK  - The  Sanitary  Inspector  has  been  visiting  the  Dairies,  Millcshops, 
and  Gov/sheds  within  the  area  during  the  year  and  nany  improvements  were 

of footed  as  a result  of  such  visits. 

Special  effort  was  made  during  the  year  to  take  samples  of  Milk 
from  all  producers  and  retailers  in  the  district  (in  conjunction  with  tho 
County  Health  Department)  for  tho  purpose  of  Bacteriological  Examination . 

Visits  were  made  frequently  to  tho  Shops,  Bakohouscs  and  other 
promises  whore  foodstuffs  are  proparod  and  sold. 

Vans  and  Carts  used  for  the  hawking  of  tho  various  food-stuffs 
Wore  carefully  watched  and  inspected  by  your  Sanitary  Inspector.

Thoro  were  five  inquests  hold  on  persons  residing  in  yeur  area, 
all  of  which  were  Miners. 

PREVALENCE  OP.  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

A largo  number  of  skin  diseases  occurred  in  tho  district,  which  were 

dealt  with  accordingly. 

Very  little  difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining  admission  to 
tho  Hospitals  namely:-  Allt-yr-yn  Isolation  Hospital  Newport,  Bodwcllty 
Isolation  Hospital  and  Monmouth  Isolation  Hospital. 

Tho  number  of  cases  of  each  disease  that  necessitated  removal  can 
be  seen  in  tho  prepared  table  (Notifiable  Diseasos) 

A supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  and  Strcptocido  for  Puerperal 
casos  is  always  kept  at  tho  Health  Department  of  the  Council  Offices  and  tho 
Medical  Practitioners  in  the  district  make  full  uso  of  this  provision. 

When  notification  of  an  Infectious  Disease  is  received  and  enquiries 
reveal  that  there  are  school  children  in  tho  hone,  intimation  is  always  sent 
to  the  Head  Teachors  of  the  respective  schools. 

After  any  Infectious  Disoa.so  all  premises  and  bedding  .are  .ioalt  with 
by  tho  Sanitary  Inspector.

On  receipt  of  notification  of  a case  of  Tuberculosis  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  pays  a visit  to  the  house..  to  ascertain  conditions  and  to  give 
a supply  of  disinfectant. 

Where  the  patients  arc  removed  to  Hospital  or  Sanatorium  the 
Inspector  again  pays  a visit  and  causes  the  promises  to  be  fumigated  and  in  some  casus 
walls  are  stripped,  and  bedding  etc.,  destroyed.  In  the  absence  of  a Steam 
Disinfoctor  bedding  and  other  clothes  cannot  be  treated  as  effectively  as  desired.

Since  the  Ministry  of  Food  brought  about  the  centralization  of 
slaughtering,  it  was  not  found  necessary  to  pay  vi sitsto  any  of  your  private 
Slaughterhouses  in  your  district,  as  all  food  animals  were  slaughtered  at  the 
“Buttry  Hatch”  Slaughterhouse,  Maesycwmmer . However,  inspections  to  the  Meat 
Purveyors*  Shops  had  to  be  carried  out  with  the  same  caro  as  in  the  past. 

Full  advantage  was  agrdn  taken  by  persons  who  reared  pigs  on 
cottage  premises,  or  small  holdings,  and  killed  thereon  after  due  notice  of 
intended  slaughter  in  accordance  with  the  stipulations  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  (604),  the  special  provisions  granted  by  the  Council,  and  in 
accordance  with  an  order  mado  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Health  Department  of  the  County  Council, 

50  samples  of  milk  (including  repeat  samples)  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  for  the  detection  of  tubercle  bacilli.  Some  of  the  samples 
were  taken  at  the  farm'  premises,  but  the  majority  were  ladled  out  of  jacks, 
serving  pails,  and  churns  of  retailers  on  the  street;  and  the  standard, 
bacteriologically,  on  the  wholO  was  fairly  satisfactory. 

Retailers  whose 'samples  were 'not  of  the  desired  standard  were 
notified  and  interviewed  personally,  and  whore  repeat  sampling  end  consultations 
proved  unsatisfactory,  the  vendors  responsible  were  reported  to  the  Council 
and  further  measures  were  taken  to  ensure  that  these  samples  were  brought 
up  to  a satisfactory  standard. 

I -“am  pleased  to  report  that  no  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  found  in 
any  of  the  samples  taken.  The  carton  system  of  milk  delivery  has  not  with  one 
exception  boon  introduced  into  this  district,  but  a number  of  milk  purveyors 
deliver  their  milk  in  sealed  bottles. 

The  general  standard  of  your  milk  supply. is  a fairly  good  one. 

Numerous  visits  were  made  to  the  cowsheds  and  dairies  during  tho 
year,  and  it  was  only  in  a few  cases  that  the  cleanliness  was  not  up  to 
expectations.  Tho  farmer  was  spoken  to  and  at  the  time- of  tho  ro-visit  the 
conditions  were  improved,

The  methods  employed  for  freeing  the  infested  houses  from  bod 
bugs  is  by  stripping,  spraying,  tho  use  of  a Painter1 s Blow-Lamp  and  in  some 
cases  Sulphur  Candles. 

All  vacant  Council  Houses  are  immediately  notified  to  the 
Health  Department.  A visit  is  then  made  to  the  premises  and  if  necessary 
disinf ontation  is  carried  out  before  tho  in-going  tenant  occupies  the  promises. 

No  steps  wore  takon  to  ensure  that  the  beds  of  in-going  tenants 
wore  froe  from  bugs. 

Disinf o station  is  carried  out  in  the  Council  Houses  by  direct 
labour,  and  in  other  cases  this  work  is  undertaken  by  the  owners  or  occupiers. 

RaTS  .JNP  MIPS  PAST  RUCTION  nCT.  1919. 

The  powers  oxccrisable  by  tho  Monmouthshire  County  Council 
having  been  delegated  to  the  Council,  arc  being  administered  (on  your  instructions ) 
by  myself.  The  Sey/ors,  Tips,  Water  Courses,  and  all  property  likely  to  be 
rat  infested  have  been  systematically  baited  during  the  year,  'with  good  results. 

It  is  regreted  that  some  property  Owners  and  Occupiers  still 
prefer  to  tolerate  this. very  costly  and  objectionable  nuisanco,  rather  than 
construct  their  premises  on  rat-proof  lines,  and  attempt  to  eliminate  all  waste 
material,  so  that  no  accoss  or  harbourage  can  bo  afforded  these  vermin.  This 
part  of  tho  work  demands  a fair  amount  of  my  tino,  and  to  succoed  in  keeping 
these  posts  within  a reasonable  number  roquires  periodical  baiting  and 
investigation.  Tho  baits  used  are  Cyanogas,  Barium  Carbonate  and  Biscuits.
